KATTELMAN, 11 OTHERS 
INDICTED FOR FRAUD 


Illegal Use of Mails Charged 
Against Broker and 
Associates. 


Harold J. Kattelman, bankrupt 
owner of the H. J. Kattelman Co.. 
installment plan stock selling firm, 
and 11 of his associates and em- 
ployes, were indicted today by the 


Federal grand jury on charges of |that “the international commercial 


using the mails to defraud. Kattel- 
man was also charged, in another 
indictment, with concealing the as- 
sets of his bankrupt estate. 

The others indicted with Kattel- 
man are: Edward Cohen, Joseph 
S. King, Jack King, Kenneth Ler- 
ner, Maurice Lerman, Ben Lesak, 
Edward H. Spence, David Stein, 
Herman Chimes, John J. Chimes 
and a man named Schwartz, alias 
Busch. 

The mail fraud indictment con- 
tains 12 counts, each based on a 
specific transaction with a cus- 
tomer of the company, and the in- 
dictment charging the concealing 
of assets contains four counts, 
based on a complaint by William 
Stone Madden, receiver for Kattel- 
man’s company, that he could not 
find certain books, records, bonds 
and stocks, and cash assets. 

It was for failure to turn these 
over in compliance with an order 
issued by Federal Judge George 
H. Moore, that Kattelman spent al- 
most eight months, from Jan. 15 to 
Sept. 10, in jail for :contempt of 
court. He was released on the 
latter date under $10,000 bond or- 
dered by the United States Court 
of Appeals in St. Paul. 

Briefly, the indictment charges 
the defendants’ misrepresented - to 
prospective customers that the Kat- 
telman company was financially re- 
sponsible and had inside informa- 
tion that certain stocks (generally 
owned by the company) were about 
to rise in price. 

They misrepresented, too, that 
when customers completed instai- 
ment payments for recommended 
stocks, securities belonging to the 
customers and deposited as collat- 
eral or down payments would te 
returned, the indictment says. "These 
and other fraudulent promises, it 
is charged, were made in letters 
and “market bulletins” sent tod cus- 
‘tomers and prospective customers. 

Fraudulent use of the mails is 
punishable by a maximum of five 
years in prison or a maximum fine 
of $5000 or both. The offense o2f 
concealing assets carries a manJa- 
tory jail or penitentiary sentence of 
not more than five years. 

Bond of each of the 12 defendants 
/on the mail fraud indictment was 
fixed at $10,000. Kattelman’s bond 
‘on the other charge was fixed at 
$5000. 
| The two indictments returned to- 
day, against Kattelman, 
were brought in by the March 
term grand jury in its final 
report to Federal Judge Charles B. 
Davis, bring to five the total num- 
ber of felonies with which the bank- 
rupt securities dealer is charged. 
He is under indictment for income 
tax evasion in the. Federal Court 
‘and for embezzlement and opera- 
tion of a bucket shop in the State 
courts.

I. G. Farben-Industrie. 

The committee said an informal 
agreement between the Dynamit 
Co. and the du Pont firm provided 
for the exchange of information and 
patents and the division of sales 
territory.

KILLED IN” SPANISH BATTLE 


Held Rank of Major in Socialist 
Militia; Participant in Rev@t

MADRID, Sept. 17.—Fernando di 
Rosa, who tried to kill Crown 
Prince Umberto of Italy at Brus- 
séls in 1929, was shot and killed

MADRID, Sept. 17.—Fascist reb- 
els and Government forces engaged 
in heavy fighting today ~ several 


miles west of Toledo. A Governe- 
ment report here said the engage- 
ment was “the fiercest battle since 
the outbreak of the revolt.” 

Government commanders rushed 
several thousand soldiers to Toledo. 

Insurgents were reported to have 
begun a three-way drive on Madrid, 
The Fascist forces in the Talavera 
de la Reina sector west of Toledo, 
led personally by Gen. Francisco 
Franco, commander in chief of the 
insurgents, renewed their attack, 
which resulted in the heavy fight- 
ing. In the northeast insurgent 
militia moved on the capital from 
Siguenza, which is 70 miles from 
Madrid in Guadalajara Province. At 
San Martin de Valdeigiesias, 40 
miles west of Madrid, another drive 
was started. Fighting continued ‘n 
the Guadarrama Mountains ‘north 
of Madrid.

BROWN VS. BRUCKER 
FOR COUZENS’ SEAT 


Virtually Complete Michigan 
Returns Show G. O. P. Sen- 
ator Beaten by 120,000.

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 17.—Rep- 
resentative Prentiss M. Brown's 
margin of victory over Louis B. 
Ward, associate of Father Charles 
E. Coughlin, for the Democratic sen- 
atorial nomination apparently will 
be not more than 4000 votes, nearly 
complete returns indicated today. 

Brown will oppose former Gov. 
Wilber M. Brucker, the Republican 
candidate, in November for the 
Senate seat now held by James 
Couzens. 

Brown’s lead over Ward, with all 
but 60 of the State’s 3467 precincts 
in, was 4032 votes. Twenty-five of 
the missing precincts were in 
Wayne County (Detroit), where the 
pro-Ward drift may more than off- 
set probable Brown gains in most 
of the outstate precincts still to be 
heard from. 

Returns from 3407 precincts gave 
Brown 120,884 to Ward’s 116,852. 
Ward, in whose behalf Father 
Coughlin made a radio appeal dur- 
ing the campaign, and who had the 
indorsement of the priest’s National 
Union for Social Justice, carried 
several counties, but Brown cap- 
tured*most of them outside the De- 
troit area. 

In the Seventeenth District, be- 
lated Wayne County returns appar- 
ently gave the Democratic congres- 
sional nomination to Draper Allen 
by an unofficial margain of 169 
votes over Maynard Siebert, the 
Coughlin candidate. Allen’s indi- 
cated victory reduced to six the 
number of National Union indorsees 
who won congressional nominations 
in Michigan. The National Union 
had indorsed 18. 

Former Gov. Wilber M. Brucker 
defeated Couzens for the Repub- 
lican nomination by about 120,000. 
Brucker attacked Couzens’ support 
of President Roosevelt’s New Deal.

UCH more accurate than the 

Maine adage is the rule: “As 

Maryland goes, so goes the 
nation.” Only once in the last 52 
years has it failed. That is, in 12 
of the last 13 presidential contests, 
the candidate who won Maryland 
also won the election. The lone 
exception was when Harrison de- 
feated Cleveland in 1888, and on 
that occasion the two candidates 
were separated in Maryland by less 
than 7000 votes. 

Unfortunately for.  soothsayers 
and bookmakers, Maryland has no 
preliminary election from which its 
trend in presidential races may 
be deduced. However, a straw vote 
is in progress there, which, for 
very good reasons, is exciting ex- 
ceptional interest, The poll is be- 
ing conducted by the Baltimore 
“Sunpapers” through the unim- 
peachable method of mailing bal- 
lots to all registered voters. 

Although traditionally 
cratic in presidential campaigns, 
the “Sunpapers” recently  an- 
nounced editorially that they could 
not support President Roosevelt 
for re-election. This circumstance 
gives a certain fillip to the fact 
that their poll, to date has Roose- 
velt leading Landon in Maryland 
in a ratio of nearly two to one, to- 
day's result giving ‘Roosevelt 40,000 
to Landon’s 25,000.

Several times he referred to “re- 
turning prosperity” and on _ that 
thesis built an argument that pri- 
vate relief organizations should ex- 
pect a larger measure of private aid 
and that every individual has a 
greater obiigation “to aid in the re- 
lief of distress in his or her own 
community.” 

From the south portico of the 
White House, the President spoke 
to delegates gathered on the lawn. 
The organization seeks support for 
those social services financed by 
private funds rather than by taxes. 

Text of Address. 

The text of the address follows: 

“Once more I greet’ the repre- 
sentatives of our great annual Mobi- 
lization for Human Needs. 

“We are all heartened by clear 
evidences of returning prosperity. 
You are here in spite of that fact 
and because of that fact. Return- 
ing prosperity means that you have 
a right to expect greater assisiance 
for your splendid work in every 
community. Returning prosperity 
means, however, that a vast amount 
of important work which all of us 
had to defer during the depression 
years, can and must be taken up 
anew. 

“As I told you in former years, 
when human distress reaches the 
point that Government assistance is 
necessary, Government up to the 
limit of its local, its State and its 
Federal resources must and does 
act. Happily, private organizations

The Socialist Premier, in a speech 
broadcast in English, German, Ital- 
ian and Spanish from stations near 
the countries which speak those 
tongues, declared:

HERE can I find an account of an 
accident that occurred during the 
latter part of the Civil War at the launch- 
ing of a gunboat which was built in St.

In launching the boat referred to, 
through an oversight some of the haw- 
sers had not been removed in time and as 
a result, some people were swept into the 
river. If my memory serves me correct- 
ly, Capt. Eads’ daughter was sponsor of 
the boat, and was one of those swept off 
the deck, but she was saved. 

Perhaps some of your readers can re- 
call the incident and give details of it.

Senator James Couzens’ defeat for the Republican 
nomination to succeed self was expected.

T HAS fallen to our lot to live, during 
these last years, in the midst of a world 
governed by passion, divided by intransi- 
gence and bathed in blood by every type of 
violence—from personal assault to mass 
killings. Is the political and economic or- 
ganization of humanity transforming itself? 
Assuredly, I do not believe that there is 
anyone who will deny it. But the important 
thing is to know how?... when? 

Some claim that the world can only prog- 
ress by pushing toward the Left, and oth- 
ers wish to save it by dragging it to the 
Right. The worst of the situation is that 
doctrines are not discussed; they are im- 
posed as irreducible dogmas. No one wishes 
to compromise. Conviction becomes fanati- 
cism and no other road to salvation seems 
to present itself save dictatorship—with its 
subjugation, autocracy, force. Thus there 
disappears, in the name of a professed pub- 
lic interest, the rule of right, the guarantees 
and elemental liberties which have made 
man a civilized being. Intransigence dark- 
ens the world and passion makes every- 
thing seem false. 

It is impossible to quiet the forces in this 
tempest of contradictory desires. When 
Leftists obtain control of the government, 
they give themselves over to loosing per- 
secution on conservative men and interests. 
If, on the other hand, it is the Rightists 
who gain power, they act with equal lack 
of reason, and persecute organizations and 
men of radical and advanced ideas. Passion 
grips the contestants and makes them for- 
getful of everything save desire for power. 

Peace cannot come through such means. 
What we need is a party which, when it 
gains control of the government, will work 
for all, adjusting its action in accord with 
its own program, but controlling the pas- 
sions and refusing to hear the dictates of 
intolerance, listening to opinion and respect- 
ing the rights and legitimate interests of 
everyone, even those of its enemies. 

In short, the moderation of the statesman 
should impose itself upon the intolerance 
of the partisan. . 


The Machiavellian policies and the capri- 
ciousness of so many political leaders of all 
nations demonstrate that through all of the 
centuries and among al! races it is the par- 
tisan passions which drive men into error. 

It all comes from a lamentable confusion 
of thought and from a weakening of the 
sense of responsibility. The characteristics 
of the fanatic—a blind faith in the princi- 
ples which he professes, his daring in ex- 
posing his life, his possessions and his peace 
of mind to destruction, his simple concep- 
tion of public problems, his disregard for 
the opinions of others, his audacity, his 
unconditional loyalty to his partisans and 
his systematic and unthinking hatred for his 
enemies—are characteristics that may be 
considered as virtues in the struggle for 
power, in the diffusion of doctrine, in arous- 
ing the masses and in a campaign of par- 
tisan proselytism. 

These are the means by which leaders of 
groups ascend to power, Sense of responsi- 
bility—capacity of moderation—is frequent- 
ly wanting In the excited combatants of the 
present day. In the great majority of cases, 
the heads of the Leftists and the directors 
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of the Rightists, magnificent agitators, ex- 
cellent as leaders of opposition, many of 
them. possessed of great personal valor, fail 
completely as directors of government. 

The true statesman, leader of peoples, 
knows that nations, like individuals, can 
battle with all ardor and decision for the 
victory of the principles which they pro- 
fess and for their interests; but he knows 
likewise that they cannot live in a perpetual 
and chronic struggle. For sooner or later 
anarchy tires the citizenry, and causes vari- 
ous groups to turn their eyes to one who 
can offer them order. This unfortunately 
comes generally in the form of a dictator- 
ship and at the price of public liberties.

The cult of force and its systematic em- 
ployment has demanded intransigence, and 
now no one wishes to travel the middle road. 
But all of us ask by what means we shall 
approach our goal, and experience replies: 
“By one. By the only one which guarantees 
the liberties of the citizenry; by means of 
the institutions of democracy.” 

If it be certain that at times a dictator- 
ship appears necessary to bring order to a 
people when they are in anarchy, it is no 
less certain that social harmony can only 
be obtained by the exercise of democracy. 
For a party with a defined national policy, 
violence cannot, and should not, constitute 
in its system more than a passing incident 
of the struggle against the forces of opposi- 
tion. But once the victories are obtained, 
violence and suppression should terminate, 
if it is not desired to provoke once more 
that reaction which kindles warlike passions. 

It is necessary to create a system of safety 
valves in order to prevent dangerous explo- 
sions. These methods of safety must be es- 
tablished in the area of democracy where 
ideas conflict only in the light of and under 
the rules of tolerance, and where changes 
are brought about by means of rightful 
processes, satisfying legitimate popular aspi- 
rations. 

To the struggle of war, a_ dictatorship 
adapts itself admirably; for the hour of 
peace, for social harmony and the evolution 
of society, only democracy can suffice. 

Some peoples, in their eagerness to cor- 
rect the deficiencies and injustices of the 
present social organization, are committing 
the error of abandoning the democratic sys- 
tem, losing sight of the fact that this system 
offers ample scope within which modern 
economic concepts can be developed and put 
into practice and social justice applied. 

In the face of the threatening situation 
in Europe, each day growing more compli- 
cated and violent, the countries of America 
should feel the responsibility of their in- 
dividual destinies and strengthen still 
further those democratic institutions under 
which they have developed and with which, 
badly or well, they have defended them- 
selves from tyranny and have gained the lib- 
erties they enjoy. If partisan passion sets 
loose in the world the horrors of a new 
armed catastrophe, we should dedicate our- 
selves to the end that America shall be the 
refuge of liberty. 

As a system of human understanding, of 
intelligent relations among nations. the 
democratic rule of majorities alone can sury 
vive the vicissitudes ahead of us.

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HARVARD THRONGED 
FOR ALUMNI DAY 


President Conant Reads Letters 
Sealed in 1836; Brepares 
Packet for 2036. 


By the Associated Press. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept, 17.— 


Ten thousand persons thronged 
Harvard today for alumni day, sec- 
ond in the three-day observance 


of the university’s tercentenary. 


A morning service of “thanksgiv- 
ing and remembrance” in the Uni- 
versity Memorial Church was at- 
tended by the faculty, members of 
the governing board, tercentenary 
delegates and students. 

Trumpets then summoned the 
graduates and their guests to the 
tercentenary meeting in an open 
air theater in the yard. 

President Conant opened a cen- 
tury-old package of letters from 
436 alumni long since dead. Sealed 
about the time of the bicentennial 
celebration in 1836, they were left 
by the then president, Josiah 
Quincy, to be opened by the presi- 
dent of Harvard in 1936. 

Mostly messages of acceptance to 
the university’s two hundredth cele- 
bration, Conant read from them to- 
day to the graduates, students and 
visiting scholars. 

One letter from a “Gentleman in 
Philadelphia,” Dr. Conant disclosed, 
“Excuse me from this frank 
expression of my feelings. I owe 
nothing to the president, professors 
or tutors of Harvard College in 
office from A. D. 1810 to A. D. 
1814.” 

Most of them, however, were 
nounced Harvard's official historian 
soon would publish a complete re- 
port on the contents of the pack- 
age. 


As he finished with 1836, Dr. Co-| 


nant prepared for 2036 by sealing 
in a package. to be opened then, 
letters from Harvard officers to- 
day, addressed to their successors.

/no doubt have seen them pressed 
into service for both purposes, 
“Just put a couple of books on the 
ehair and stand on them,” or 
“Make a pile of bocks for him to 
sit on. The chair is too low.” Sit- 
_ting on old Webster’s Unabridged, 
|or the big Family Bible, on high 
occasions did little harm, but even 
those sturdy warriors will show 
wear if used daily instead of a high 
chair. 

Laying a book face down is @ 
bad way to preserve its shape and 
protect the stitching. <A book is 
| bound together by stitches and glue, 
'and while they are streng enough 
'for any bookish purpose they will 
| not stand unusual and cruel strains. 
Laying a book face down strains 
| the binding, the stitching and the 
| glue. Why not close it and put the 
'book mark where you need it? 
| Then put it on the shelf where it 
| ought to be. More books are spoiled 
because somebody left them where 

the pup could get them, or where 
| the children could reach them, or 
|where the shower could’ drench 

them, than need be. Put the book 
|in its place. If it was worth buying 
it was surely worth caring: for. 

Children use school books rough: 
ly. The ideal would be to have 
each child buy his text books each 
term and own them. They would be 
helpful to him in years to come, be 
'a source of pleasant memories and 
a prized possession in his old age. 
|'As things are, books are passed 
from child to child, and unless they 
are cared for by each in turn they 
'become soiled, dog-eared, unattrac- 
| tive heaps of flopping paper. Boys 
| throw them at each other, girls and 
| boys lay them on the sidewalks and 
| play hop-scotch over them. Books 
should call for more respectful 
treatment than this. : 

The libraries that do so much 
for schoo! children deserve better 
co-operation in the matter of care 
for books than they» get. Children 
_take qut books, lay them beside 
'them as they eat their lunches, or 
‘even their meals at home, and the 

results are deplorable Books 
should never be on the table 
where people are eating. No child 
should read and eat at the same 
_time. That is only one of the 
_abuses library books suffer. Pie- 
tures are cut from them. Covers 
are torn off. They are left care- 
lessly about and lost. They are 
passed from child to child until 
nobody knows who had them last. 
And libraries are essential to the 
education of children They are 
offered freely A regard 
for the privileges of the library 
' should compe! take better 
care of the books that cost so much 
/in money and labor.
